requiring that a certain report be issued in a certain manner; requiring the
Commissioner to submit a copy of a certain report to certain committees of the
General Assembly on a certain date; and generally relating to the examination
of pharmacy benefit managers.

20 Commissioner shall, in accordance with § 2-1246 of the State Government Article,
21 submit a copy of the fina report of the examination required under Section 1 of this
22 Act to the Senate Finance Committee and the House Health and Government

23 Operations Committee within 30 days of the completion of the final report.
